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\ ew nursing program begins enrollment 


Through Bedway ’s initiation, 
the Community Benefit Fund of 
Mary Washington Health Cen- 
ter donated a grant to begin the 
development of the program. 

She really pulled it together 
between the local hospital, the 
University of Mary Washington 
and Gennanna to come together 
to make this happen,” said Mc- 
Cullough. 

After the grant and pending 
approval, McCullough worked 
to develop the curriculum for 
the program. 

The BSN program requires 
120 credits to graduate. Thirty 
of those credits will be gained 
from nursing licensure, which 
leaves 60 credits to be gained. 
The first 30 can be transferred 
from previous universities, 
which usually tend to be com- 
munity colleges, through gener- 
al education requirements. The 
remaining 30 will be gained at 
the University of Mary Wash- 
ington from nursing, social sci- 
ences and humanitarian courses. 

For admission, full time and 
part time prospective students 
must have an associate’s degree 
or be licensed as an RN. An ap- 
plication, updated resume, rec- 
ommendations and a minimum 
cumulative GPA of 3.0 are also 
required.

The most popular internet 
craze currently seems to be the 
viral website Buzzfeed. It is 
best known for articles written 
in the form of lists and silly 
quizzes such as “What Kind of 
Eyebrows Should You Have.” 
However, what people may 
not know, unfortunately, is that 
Buzzfeed continually steals con- 
tent from other sources without 
giving them proper credit. 

According to the Buzzfeed 
website, which was launched by 
Founder and CEO Jonah Peretti 
in 2006, the website was, “an 
experimental lab that focused 
on tracking viral content and 
making things people wanted to 
share."

According to former Clinton 
administrator Solicitor General
